and rats find tolerance withis the city 
limits. 
New Orleans has discovered 
a plague-infected rat and we presume j 
It will take precautions suggested by 
that fact. 
It suppressed yellow fever 
exterminating the 
yellow 
fever 
mosquito and we have no doubt it will 
rid itself of rats if convinced that it 
is the only way to bar the bubonic 
plague from that very susceptible city. 
San Francisco warred upon Its rats 
with thoroughness and success 
and 
practically 
suppressed 
the 
plague 
which is always threatening It through 
its trade with Asia. 
We do not sup­ 
pose the plague would appear here In 
any case in its severe form, but never­ 
theless we should take no chances, 
i h e rats should go.

ticles that moisture cannot be raised 
by capillary attraction from the sub­ 
soil. 
Under this condition the soil 
may be well supplied with subsoil 
moisture and the wheat fail to ger­ 
minate because of the loose condition 
of the soil, which prevents the rise 
of water. 
Conserving Moisture. 
A firm seed-bed is only one of a 
number of benefits that result from 
the early preparation 
of the 
soil. 
Moisture is conserved and plant-food 
is made available in this way.

conservation of moisture results from 
the killing of the weeds that sap the 
ground of water. 
The cultivation of
